The matter of caucus rooms will 
also come into the picture. So far 
the Social Credit party has not 
been given a caucus room. If they 
are not recognized as a party, but 
only as part of the opposition, they 
may have to meet in their own 
offices. The same applies to Mr 
Woodsworth, and his group, but the 
group is so small that it will be no 
hardship. Mr. Stevens will meet his 
chief whip and his party in one 
place, in his own chair. 


DIFFICULTY ARISES 

Difficulty will arise when .the 
budget comes down. Originally 
only one amendment might be 
moved and that by the opposition. 
The rules were amended to permit 
a third amendment. Now the So- 
cial Creditors and the C.C.F.-ers 
will have to decide among them- 
selves who moves the third amend- 
ment. Not being recognized as 
parties, precedence by numbers will 
not count and whoever catches the 
speaker's eye first gets the floor.

ity that marks opening week. 

Members of the government, har- 
rassed with many administrative 
tasks apart entirely from prepara- 
tions for the parliamentary session, 
and their work interrupted by the 
sorrowful formalities attendant up- 
on the death of a sovereign, will 
start today to place the finishing 
touches on their sessional program. 


SESSION OPENS THURSDAY 

The first session of Canada’s 18th 
parliament since confederation will 
meet Thursday of this week in an 
atmosphere of mourning with a 
ceremony shorn of its customary 
glamor and accompanying social 
events 

All the ceremonial procedure laid 
down by tradition will be observ- 
ed as usual, but the brilliance of 
official uniforms and military trap- 
pings will be subdued by the signs 
of mourning for His late Majesty, 
and the colorful display of femi- 
nine attire will be entirely lack- 
ing. 


IN NEW ROLE 

Lord Tweedsmuir, Canada’s new 
governor general, will find himself 
in a new role when he reads the 
speech from the throne, but the sur- 


roundings will be not unfamiliar 
to one of his experience in the 
mother of parliaments. 

Prime Minister Mackenzie King 


will face parliament with an un- 
precedented majority of supporters, 
normally this will number 179, less 
the speaker, against 66 opposition- 
ists of all parties, a majority of 112. 
The government is opposed by 
three distinctly different political 
groups, of which the Conservatives 
will be the largest. Former Prime 
Minister R. B. Bennett, leader of the 
Conservative group, will head the 
official opposition with a following 
of 39. Mr, Bennett is expected in 
Ottawa from Calgary tomorrow, 


GOVERNMENT MINORITY 


In the senate the government 
forces, led by the veteran, Hon. 
Raoul Dandurand, will be in the 


minority, with only 33 supporters 
out of a house of 96. The senate 
wil have nearly a score of new 
members, all but two being ap- 
pointees of the last government. As 
in the house of commons the fem- 
inine representation has been 
doubled with the appointment of 
Senator Ida N. Fallis. She will sit 
on the opposite side of the chamber 
to Canada’s first woman senator, 
Mrs. Cairine Wilson.

made as to the amount of wages 
to be paid. 

The committee mentioned, how- 
ever, that in transient camps in 
the United States monthly wages 
are paid as follows: — unskilled, 
$15, semi-skilled, $20, skilled, $25. 

The name “emergency work 
camp” should be substituted for 
that of “relief camp,” in the opin- 
ion of the committee. The term 
relief camp had a bad “psychologi- 
cal effect,” and the committee 
thought a change in name might 
help to destroy this. 


BECOME EASY PREY 

In certain camps the committee 
found that young men sufferirig 
from thwarted ambitions “have be- 
come an easy prey to the subver- 
sive influences of communistic or 
anarchistic philosophy sedulously 
prompeated by experienced agita- 
ors 

Camps should be limited to ac- 
commodate not more than 140 
men. The commitéee cited the 
trouble experienced at the large 
camp in Dundurn, Sask., as fur- 
nishing reasons for doing away 
with such organizations. 

Men in camps should be permit- 
ted to purchase their own clothes. 
Generally speaking the commit- 
tee found meals, recreation facili- 
ties and medical services satisfac- 
tory. 


GOOD MEALS 


Meals were described as clean and 
wholesome, and no discrimination 
was shown between those on relief 
and administration staffs. Kitchens 
and dining halls were found to be 
“spotlessly clean.” 

Facilities for washing clothes 
were ample. There was adequate 
water supply for bathing. 

The committee stated it was “un- 
fair to brand the camps as military 
establishments. It commended the 
organization set-up by the depart- 
ment of national defence as being 
fair to the men and efficient in 
management. |

“We realize fully that your gov- 
ernment is no way responsible for 
any of this legislation, but we are 
extremély hopeful that you will 
consider carefully the effect that 
these acts are having in holding 
back enterprise in the province of 
Alberta,” 


SHAM ACTS 

Strong representations were 
made in regard to the Agricultural 
Industry Stabilfzation Act and the 
Debt Adjustment Act in particular. 

Tt was charged that the Tax Re- 
covery Act of 1929 was “most un- 
fair under existing conditions.” 

It was contended that both the 
Agricultural Stabilization and Debt 
Adjustment Acts were extremely 
restrictive. The former, it was con- 
tended had never been demanded 
by the public and it was further 
charged that it was discriminatory. 

The Act, said the delegation, 
served no useful purpose, the pro+ 
tection afforded being much wider 
than was in any case necessary. It 
was also contended that by the 
very nature of the legislation, it 
was an inducement to the prefer- 
red debtors to defraud their cre- 
ditors and “that in a great many 
cases debtors have hidden behind 
this Act without any justification 
whatsoever.” 


A FAILURE 

The Debt Adjustment Act, it was 
charged, had not worked out as ine 
tended. The intention was to pro- 
vide protection to “honest farmers 
and home owners who were in fine 
ancial difficulties through no fault 
of their own.” 

It was contended that “in far too 
many cases debtors have dishon- 
estly hidden behind the provisions 
of the Act and have got protection 
where they were not entitled to 
it.” 


Administration of the Act in- 
volved considerable expense and 
this money might well be diverted 
to other and more useful purposes. 
The delegation pointed out that no 
criticism was being offered against 
Officials administering the Act; 
that it was the provisions of the 
Act that were at fault. 

Strong opposition to the assess 
ment of costs of social servicés 
against the land, was voiced by the 
delegation.

On the basis of increases during 
the last few weeks, notably in the 
logging industry, it is expected the 
19386 payroll will jump to at least 
$140,000,000, which would be a re- 
covery of $41,000,000 from the de- 
pression low of 1933.

At the 
same time, this movement has been 
stimulated by minimum wage legis- 
lation, the labor department be- 
lieves.

Shadow of Famine Lifted 
From 1,500 on Ice-locked 
Haven 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 3—A di- 
rigible full of stores landed on 
ice-locked Chesapeake Bay Sun- 
day to relieve the plight of 1,500 
Tangier Island, Va., fisherfolk 
whose food was running low. 

With the shadow of famine lifted, 
the fishermen immediately thought 
of relatives and sent word back to 
the mainland by rescuers who took 
Red Cross food to them by the only 
course open to the island—the air. 


MESSAGE BROUGHT BACK 
Commander Karl Lange, who set 
a 150-foot blimp down on the ice 
with the aid of eager hands on the 
islands, trought back one message 
to James Throne of Baltimore, say- 
ing “Come at once; two children 
very ill” He said the note was 
handed to him by a woman. 
Occupants of a small plane which 
followed the blimp said natives 
urged that a surgeon be sent to the 
island along with medical supplies. 


CASE OF PNEUMONIA 


Reports of distress from _ illness 
conflicted. One case of pneumonia 
was reported, but another note sent 
by the airship said the islanders 
were “fortunate in having a good 
doctor.” 

Colin Herrel)l, directing the Red 
Cross activities, said a minister 
would be flown to the island from 
Christfield, Md., with authorization 
“to arrange for any additional sup- 
plies necessary.”

Man Drowns, Two Boys 


Saved, as Dog Sled Goes 
Down 


VANCOUVER, Feb. 3—One 
drowning occurred Sunday as 
hundreds of Vancouver skat- 
ers risked thin ice formed 
during the past week of 
freezing weather. More than 
a score of persons were 
plunged into the waters of 
Lost Lagoon and other frozen 
surfaces and two youthful 
athletes, a girl and a man, 
made a gallant rescue of two 
drowning boys. 

John J. Beaver, 37, drowned 
in rout lake when the sleigh 
drawn by three dogs in which 
he was driving two small boys 
across the lake plunged through 
the ice. The dogs, in their fran- 
tic efforts to save themselves, 
climbed over Beaver, forcing 
him under the water. 

Lovett McKinnon, 18-year-old 
girl, member of a fancy skating 
club, was sitting before a bon- 
fire on the laksshore when she 
noticed the sled plunge into the 
water. 

Without a word to her 
father and mother, who were 
with her, she raced across 
the ice and dived to the 
rescue. She pulled Clarence 
Beaver, seven, onto the 
treacherous ice where he was 
awaited by bystanders and 
plunged back for the other 
child. ‘ 

BOY SAVED 

By this time, 23-year-old 
Frank Turner of the Vancouver 
Amateur Swimming club, hold- 


er of the Canadian 880-yard 
and 1,000-yard swimming rec- 
ords, had reached the scene, 


and pulling off his skates had 
dived in and pulled five-year- 
old Gordon Wells to safety. 

The elder Beaver had disap- 
peared. 


FIREMEN SUFFER 

Firemen had been called and 
as they attempted to reach the 
scene on a ladder stretched 
across the ice they, too, were 
precipitated into the water and 
had considerable difficulty in 
saving themselves. Eventually 
they obtained a boat and recov- 
ered Beaver's body in 50 feet 
of water. Two of the dogs were 
saved but one drowned.

'Is Acquitted of Murder 
Charge After Four Years 


Imprisonment 

QUEBEC, Feb. 3.—Mrs. Bea-

THE FLOODED AREAS 

Settlers in the northern areas whose land 
was flooded and whose crops and buildings 
were ruined last summer are to be allowed to 
trade their holdings there for land Jocated else- 
where and in possession of the province. 

The offer is fair to the settlers and in the 
public interest, if it has been decided that these 
areas cannot be reclaimed, or that they are not 
worth reclaiming for farming purposes. The 
announcement ‘implies that this decision has 
been reached and the flooded areas are to be 
officially abandoned. If reclamation were in- 
tended there would be no purpose in transfer- 
ing the settlers to other locations. 

But in that case, moving out the settlers, or 
enabling and encouraging them to move out, 
will not clear the situation. Something will 
have to be done also for those who have in- 
vested money in business places and homes in 
the town of Slave Lake. 

If the farmers get out, these investments 
will be lost and the investors ruined. Compen- 
sation is plainly due them if their opportunity 
to make a living, temporarily destroyed by the 
forces of nature, is to be permanently destroyed 
vy official action. 

WHO WANTS THAT? 


Hon. J. B. McNair, attorney-general of New 


Brunswick, tells what happened at Ottawa. New ' 


Brunswick stood pat against the proposal that 
the Parliament of Canada obtain power to 
amend the constitution without confirmatory 
legislation at London, 

It does not do any good to say New Bruns- 
wick should not take such a stand. The fact 
to be recognized is that it has done so, has done 
it deliberately and emphatically, and plainly 
means to stand by its decision. 

Arguing that the B.N.A. was not a contract 
entered into by the several provinces, leads 
nowhere—-unless to a controversy that would 
be neither profitable nor safe. New Brunswick, 
one of the original members of the Confedera- 
tion, says it is an inter-provincial contract, and 
is no doubt prepared to back that contention 
in the courts and in the field of political action. 

Since the Parliament of Great Britain is and 
always has been willing to amend the constitu- 
tion in any way the provinces agreed upon, is 
the question of securing the amending power 
without reference to London important enough 
to warrant pushing the issue immediately at 
the risk of precipitating another bitter conflict 
over provincial rights? 


SETTING US RIGHT 

Japan’s envoy to the United States had com- 
forting words for minds in that and other 
countries which have been disturbed by what 
seemed to them to be dangerously acquisitive 
proceedings in two widely separated areas. 

Speaking to the Japan Society in New York, 
Ambassador Saito said: “Today, in no part of 
the world are there any selfish and misguided 
despots bent upon conquest for conquest’s sake. 
The nations have learned that imperial ambi- 
tions lead ultimately to disaster.” 

Looking at the map of North China, chang- 
ing like the patterns in a kaliedoscope, people 
of the United States will be relieved to know 
the gentlemen who are shifting the scenes there 
have no desire for conquest. 


Residents of Great Britain, France, and other 
sanctionist countries in Europe will be equally 
interested to learn they were mistaken in think- 
ing Mussolini sent his armies into Ethiopia with 
intent to take the country. 

Japan, it will now be understood, is not 
breaking the Chinese Empire to pieces and 
“absorbing” the fragments, and Mussolini is not 
engaged in trying to conquer Abyssinia. It only 
looks that way to suspicious-minded outsiders. 
Due, no doubt, to the un-subtlety of the western 
mentality. 


A DOMINION RESPONSIBILITY

Cowper for jeadership before it set- 
‘tled down to produce cattle, corn and oil and 
endure the comforts of prosperity. 
thrilling scene from its history is to be re- 
/eracted for the multitudes who will flock to the 
Centennial Exposition. ‘ 

At old Fort Parker, an hour's smart driving 
from Dallas, will be dedicated a reconstructed 
stockade on the site of one of the bloodiest of 
Indian-colonist tragedies in Texan history, 
when the Comanches and Kiowas massacred the 
white colonists and took away 6-year-old 
Cynthia Ann Parker and her mother. The 
mother they released for $150 ransom but the 
child they kept. She grew up among the 
Comanches and married a noted warrior, Chief 
Peta Nocona. Their son, Quanah, became the 
most famous of Comanche chiefs, Now roses 
grow where the blood of the settlers stained the 
ground,

Some years ago, travelling through Texas, 
I visited the ruins of the Alamo at San An- 
tonio, worshipped at the cradle of Texan 
liberty. It was there in March of 1836 that the 
little band of soldiers under Col. William Bar- 
rett Travis were massacred in the fort they 
held till the last bullet was fired. The cry of 
“Remember the Alamo” became the battlecry 
of liberty. Just as the poppy-clothed field of 
Flanders make the shock and flame of battle 
seem remote, so it is difficult to associate the 
peaceful town with its white Spanish houses 
and the San Antonio river winding its peaceful 
way through the town, as the place of ancient 
hate and cruel massacre. Near Main Plaza on 
the banks of the sleepy stream the local his- 
torians can show you the site of the villa San 
Antonio de Bexar, built by royal decree two 
centuries ago. 

There are great plains in Texas like our 
own Albertan 1anges where herds of cattle 
graze. There are mountains to the south 
through whose valleys the Rio Grande flows, 
much like our own approaches to the Rockies. 
Almost on the border of Mexico and within 
sight of the Rio Grande, I realized the chill of 
the mountain air. Winds and storms have worn 
away the rocks. Where the top stratum has 
been harder than the lower strata you can climb 
over mountain sides that seem tenanted with 
giant ossified ogres, just as whole valleys and 
townships like Burk-Burnett are tenanted 
with giant oil derricks, Texas has a great col- 
lection of contrasts to show the visitor. 


You must take off your hat to these pro- 
moters in search of local color. They are mov- 
ing a corner of the Rio Grande Valley to the 
Exposition. Citrus fruit orchards, truck farms, 
buildings, etc., are being transplanted from the 
original valley to be shown side by side with 
cattle displays, oil and gas plants and modern 
motor car assembly lines. 

The churchmen, too, are benefitting from the 
efforts to show the visitors the manifold beau- 
ties of Texas. They can’t move the famous 
missions to the Fair, so the Exposition author- 
ities are restoring a group of missions to the 
grandeurs of 1730. It was at San Antonio that 
the work of the Fathers of St. Francis d’Assigsi 
centred, so work has begun on the restoration 
of the beautiful Mission San Joseph de San 
Miguel de Aguayo, acclaimed through the years 
as the “queen of the missions of New Spain.” 

Whatever their ancient feuds with Mexico, 
these have all been drained of ill-will. The 
Mexican government will take part in the dedi- 
cation of the Exposition, in the exchange of 
flags, airplane salutes, etc, and has donated 
100,000 pesos towards the success of the Texas 
Centennial Exposition. 


I hope some of the good folk of Texas who 
suddenly acquired great wealth from oil royal- 
ties will have learned by now how to use it 
for their enjoyment. Mine wasn't a trip in 
search of scenic beauty—though I saw much 
of it. Mine took me into the oil fields of Wyom- 
ing, Oklahoma and Texas, 


Burk-Burnett and Wichita had just opened 
up. Oil companies were bidding against each 
other for drilling rights. The royalty percent- 
age was set by law. Bidding was in the amount 
rival companies would pay down as against 
production. People of the “poor white” class 
rarely had a silver dollar to jingle against an- 
other found themselves being beseiged to ac- 
cept $75,000fi $100,000 or $125,000 in cash as ad- 
vance against royalties. Few of them seemed 
to know what to do with the money when they 
got it. 

One chap with a weakness for bananas drove 
to the country store and loaded a whole bunch 
of bananas into his buckboard.

Ocean 
liners and foreign travel filled her with dread, 
She's have been ashamed to wear silk undies 
and modern gowns, or go to the theatre, or do 
any of the thousand things that most people 
with $150,000 would do, She had been accus- 
tomed to a scant living for taking in boarders, 

Then came the drilling crews and she saw 
her chance.

Varicose Veins

The term varicose when applied to a vein 
means that it is unnaturally swollen. Un- 
natural swelling of this type is particularly 
common in the veins 6f the lower legs and 
those most likely to be affected are located on 
the inner side of the leg, around the knee or 
the calf. 

Only a few of the smaller 
superficial veins may be vari- 
cosed and will then appear as 
fine, red, broken lines, These 
smaller varicose veins are not 
especially serious and while 
they spoil the appearance of 
the skin, they do not: cause 
the extreme distress and dis- 
figurement seen in the severe 
cases of varicose veins, in 
which the veins are so great-

ly enlarged and swollen that they stand up 


from the skin in twisted ridges. The dilated 
veins may take on a knotted appearance, may 
be of a purplish color, and even small tumor- 
like masses may appear to form. 

It is interesting to note that varicose veins 
are ‘not seen in animals and are restricted to 
human beings. There is reason to believe that 
man’s upright posture is a contributing cause, 
inasmuch as when we stand upright, the blood 
on its return up the legs is fighting against 
gravity. A standing position would seem to 
help to cause congestion in the lower legs and 
it is well-known that those who are on their 
feet over prolonged periods of time, are those 
most prone to develop varicose veins in which 
there is a noticeable congestion of blood in the 
veins of the legs. Housewives, waitresses, 
clerks, policemen and mailcarriers are the ones 
most likely to complain of the distress of vari- 
cose veins. 

The practice of sitting with the feet elevated 
is not socially acceptable and yet this position 
is a géod one insofar as it makes it easier for 
the blood to flow back through the veins. When 
the feet are elevated, the venous blood is prac- 
tically flowing “downhill” and the emptying of 
the veins is thereby made easier. This explains 
why it is that the patient with severe varicose 
veins obtains so much relief simply by placing 
the feet in a position where they are higher 
than the rest of the body. Usually the patient 
finds that the best position he can take is to lie 
down and prop the legs on pillows. Even when 
only a short time is spent in this position, con- 
siderable relicf will follow and the sensation of 
a heavy weight in the legs will be reduced, 

The principal cause of varicose veins is a 
mechanical pressure on-the veins as they come 
out of the leg which interferes with the return 
of blood. The pressure exerted by prolapsed or 
fallen organs is a common cause, which pres- 
sure will partly stop the flow of blood along the 
great veins. A similar pressure may be induced 
from the weight of feces resulting from stub- 
born constipation. 

The development of varicose veins is gener- 
ally slow. At first, thin bluish lines may ap- 
pear, but as the condition progresses, the lines 
become larger and turn a deep purple color. 
The ordinary symptoms of varicose veins are 
aching, numbless, discomfort, and a sensation 
of weight in the leg. Standing on the feet for 
any length of time, or walking may make the 
symptoms grow worse. 

The treatment of varicose veins depends 
upon removing the cause. Even when the 
veins are markedly swollen, it becomes possible 
to give the patient enough relief so that no 
further trouble from varicose veins is experi- 
enced, by correcting the cause, although it is 
not always possible to return to the skin an 
appearance of absolute smoothness.

QUESTION: Mollie Y. writes: “When I am 
especially tired, I can fee] the throb of the heart 
beat in the side of my neck and it appears as 
though I can feel it through my head. It is a 
heavy, steady beat. My doctor says it does not 
amount to anything.” 

ANSWER; This symptom is not unusual and 
is commonly found in the patient with a ten- 
dency to nervousness. Avoid over-fatigue, too 
much excitement, or strain, and learn to stop 
and relax before you become tired out. The 
adoption of a more careful diet would probably 
help and I suggest that you make the evening 
meal a simple one, using foods which are 
easily digested.

A Day in Canadian History 

On this date in 1781 there was 
a remarkable instance of “carry- 
ing coals to Newcastle” when 
British merchants were given 
permission to ship flour to New 
York. It was, of course, a se- 
quence to the revolution of the 


American colonies. Britain was 
wholly dependent then upon 
home-grown grain; despite its 


high price some traders sought 
export markets. To prevent this 
an act, passed in 1773, prohibiting 
export when the price reached a 
certain figure was proclaimed, 
and no export was permitted. 
But an earnest appeal came 
from New York city (still British 
and a garrison town until 1783) 
London merchants trading with

New York being refused permise 
sion to ship food to the beleaguere 
ed garrison appealed to the lords 
of the Privy Council, laying 
stress upon a provision in the act 
which exempted British garrisons 
from the prohibitions. As a result 
permission was given for the 
shipment of a large quantity of 
flour to New York and on Febru- 
ary 3 a fleet of vessels sailed 
down the Thames laden with food 
for the British garrison and the 
Loyalists in New York. The 
vessels had a race across the At- 
lantic; the first to arrive was 
given a royal welcome and its 
cargo of flour was escorted up 
Broadway by red-coated soldiers 
of King George.

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| Kipling And Curzon 


By R. T. ELLIOTT, KC. 


The India Act having for its object the creation of the United 
States of India has been forced into law by the continuous pres- 
sure of growth of population in the Indian Peninsula. 


In the early days of the British penetration of India our world 
commerce had not reached the age of steam and electricity; and 
the human battle with disease and epidemics was carried on with- 
out the aid of antiseptics and with only the dawning knowledge 
of effective surgery and preventive medical science.” Necessarily 
the British efforts in India were along the line of trial and error, 
and averages based on estimates of the results of trial, and stan- 
dards attained by the correction of errors. Even these brought 
to the peoples of India such a degree of improvement in safety of 
life and property as to constitute a beacon light in the history 


of the world. 


Then in the era of attaining of world power by the use of 
steam and electricity and mechanical and scientific and medical 
invention and acquired knowledge—two men took an active part 
in the life of India. One was Curzon; the other Kipling. 


Curzon was the Viceroy; exemplifying imperial dignity and 
powerful sovereignty; and thoroughly believing that national life 
needed guidance for the masses by a superior class ordained to 


rule. 


In the Curzon philosophy the University was a necessary 


institutional extension throughout India to train a special] class 
for mass guidance. The Curzon hope for the masses was perm- 
anent and safe government—involving continued existence of a 
Class trained to govern and a mass trained to obey. Creation of a 
constantly improving earning power as the first requisite of suc- 
cessful government was the missing link in the Curzon theory of 


national life. 


Kipling coming into life in India—and learning conditions 
of life by actual contact with the masses—only viewed by Curzon 
from the heights of his Viceregal Throne over the uniformed 
ranks of upholders of constituted authority, wrote of India and 
its people with knowledge of the fact that safety and prosperity 
could only come to India through remedying the weaknesses of 
the masses, and by giving to the individual citizen a reasonable 
earning power and an education which would be enough to free 
him from domination by fear and ignorance. 


For many years the Curzon philosophy was the controlling 


force in India, and withstood ail attacks in Great Britain. Kip- 
ling’s writings brought the truths about India and its people to 
the heart of the world, and the ultimate success of these writings 
was in creating a world knowledge that the citizens of India were 
human beings whose development should be aided and not dom- 


inated. 


When you are troubled by uproars that the India Act means 


the end of Britain in India read Kim over again. 


There are 


definite certainties of centuries of British Empire existence in 
India along the line of conferring earning power; education in 
things practical, and responsibility in things political, upon the 


peoples of India. 


Although the British Government in India and in London 
made no effort to utilize the Kipling powers, and left his writings 
to have their own effect, the Kipling genius for expression was 
great enough to be one of the guiding forces in the destiny of 
India; and to add him to the company of the immortals.

been proceeding favorably and that 
the suggested formula had been 
generally accepted. Lae 

It is denied that the Dominion 
did not place all its cards on the 
table or that there was any attempt 
to subordinate the provinces. It is 
pointed out that most of the pro- 
posals were made by the provinces 
themselves so that Ontario had def- 
inite proposals presented by I. A. 
Humphries, the deputy attorney 
general, and that Gordon Sloan, 
attorney general of British Colum- 
bia, was largely responsible for the 
formula now under consideration 
by the experts. 


147 SECTIONS 

This four-article formula accepts 
the premise that the act should be 
amended, There are 147 sections, 
some of which affect only the Do- 
minion, some the provinces, some 
are general and some deal with 
minority rights. 

The formula proposed that these 
sections less those discarded as ob- 
solete, be divided into four classes: 

A-—Affecting only the Dominion. 

B—Affecting the Dominion and 
one province. 

C—Affecting both Dominion and 
provinces, 

D—Minority rights 

New Brunswick wants some sec- 


\tions which are considered as fall- 


ing within Class C put into Class D. 
The proposal is that any changes in 
Class C sections should need the ap 
proval of the majority of two thirds 
af the Dominion parliament and 
legislatures, while Class D changes 
must be agreed to by alk 

Some of the provinces want the 
Class C changes made only on a 
seven ninths majority, which is op- 
posed by othe: given a few 
provinces the power to checkmate 
the others.

After Lochridge had shown both 
major suits, nothing short of an ad- 
verse grand slam could interfere with 
the smooth run of ouf opponents’ 
bidding up to a small slam. Of course 
Norwood and I bid and rebid our re- 
spective minor suits. Clubs would 
have been a very difficult call to play, 
but it was obvious that @ grand slam 
at diamonds could not go down more 
than 5 tricks, supposing it impossible 
to find a single trick in dummy. Five 
tricks down, vulnerable and doubled 
would cost 1,400 points, 100 
points for honors held, 
points net. It should be noted that 
abolishment of all honors in dupli- 
cate games holds only where match 
point scoring is employed. We were 
playing culmulative scores, and since 
the Vanderbilt Trophy match, hon- 
ors held are scored in that kind of 

ame. 

Thinking over possible scores, g0- 
ing down 1,300 points sounds pretty 
bad, but look at the other side of the 
matter. Our opponents are not the 
kind of bidders to deliberately and 
needlessly sail up to 6-Spades, over 
my poor little call of 5-Diamonds, un- 
less they are reasonably sure of scor- 
ing a small slam, particularly when 
they are vulnerable. The minimum 
score for a small slam when vulner- 
able and playing a major sult, ts 
1,430. I purposely had stopped bidding 
diamonds at 5-odd. I did not want 
to push them into a small slam with 
the trickless defensive holdings I had. 

While I tried to stop bidding at 5-odd, 
once opponents had bid 6-odd, the 
question arose whether or not it would 
pay me to bid 7-Diamonds, to save a 
minimum of 130 points. If that had 
been the only question suggesting it- 
self I would have jumped into 7-Dia- 
monds without hesitation. I dared not 
bid the grand slam, that might have 
induced opponents to bid a grand 
slam at spades, and had they done so 
it would have been made. It was a 
ticklish situation

The government is 
also recommending, for the post of 
party whip, J. H. Unwin, member 
for Edson, Still another recom- 
mendation being made is that of 
Capt. H. Newby for the post of 
sergeant-at-arms. 

Discussion also will take place 
on the budget to be brought down 
during the session. It is known that 
the government is anxious to bring 
down the budget at the earliest pos- 
sible moment and now that R. J. 
Magor, special financial adviser 
has returned, the final touches are 
expected to be out on it within the 
next few days. 

The proposed legislation provid- 
§ng for the introduction of Social 
Credit within this province also 
will be discussed, as will the new 
School Act, which will be introduc- 
ed by Premier Aberhart. 

Many minor amendments to exist- 
$ng legislation also will be brought 
up for review.

SIX MONTHS FOR 
DRUG ADDICT AND 
VICTIM OF WAR 


Mr. Justice Ewing, sitting in 
special criminal court Monday 
morning, sentenced Edgar Reaume 
to six months in Fort Saskatchewan 
for retaining stolen goods. He was 
acquitted on a charge of breaking 
and theft. 

With the lengthy Curlett case 
continuing in criminal courtroom 
it was deemed necessary to proceed 
with the rest of the January docket, 
now sadly behind schedule. Accord- 
ingly Mr, Justice Ewing sat in the 
civil courtroom; E. B. Cogswell, 
K.C., prosecuted, and Reaume was 
defended by W. G. K. Bloor. 

It was alleged that Reaume 
broke into Agnew’s drug store, 9542 
Jasper avenue, on the night of 
September 1, 1934, and stole an 
atomizer, flashlight, cigarettes and 
$1. A constable discovered him 
early next morning caching some 
articles in the grass on a lot 
Articles corresponded to those 
stolen f.om the drug store. 

Mr. Bloor pleading for Reaume, 
pointed out that the accused had 
been severely wounded in the war 
and had contracted the morphine 
habit. He asked that Reaume be 
committed to Ponoka for treat- 
ment, 

“There is not sufficient evidence 
to convict the accused of breaking 
and entering,” said Mr. Justice 
Ewing. “I can ¢ ly understand this 
on the grounds that you are ad- 
dicted to the use of drugs. I hope 
that you come out cured of the 
drug habit and also, I hope, of the 
criminal habit.” 

Reaume will be sent to Fort Sas- 
katchewan but if the doctors think 
that treatment is necessary he will 
likely be moved to Ponoka.

JOLIET, Nl, Feb. 3—State’s At- |

SIR 0. SEAMAN
